battle with tho B erm ans off Jutland 
last week had accounted for a total 
of eighteen German rnenof-war and 
that there was nothing to add to or 
subtract from the original statement 
of the British losses.

lo sses as two battleships, two dread­ 
noughts, 
battle 
cruisers, 
four light 
cruisers, nine torpedo boat destroyers 
and a submarine. 
T he pessimism widt h prevailed as a 
result 
of

admiralty's

statem ent of losses, w hich now is con­ 
sidered to have been needlessly can­ 
did and conservative in underestimat 
ing the extent of the German losses 
a s compared with those of Great Brit 
ain, has been greatly lessen ed by th* 
latest statem ent. 
T he admiralty 
statem ent 
declare- 
that the German losses in the fight 
were not only relatively, but absolute 
ly greater than those of the British 
Maintaining its practice of caution 
the admiralty still refrains from giv­ 
ing the 
nam es 
of the 
lost German 
ships.

Deserved Better Treatment.
